"The National Coundl will 
carry out tbe task for which it has 
been entrusted by you, in prepar- 
ing for the forthcoming phase of 
our democratic march.'* the out- 
going premier said. 

The outgoing cabinet was for- 
med following the dissolution of 
Parliament, on July 3, 1986. The 
22-member cabinet has since 
then carried oui a dual role of 
legislaliveand execulive.dulies in 
the absence of the Parliament. 

Meanwhile, the head of the 
Kuwait News Agency, Barges 
Hammoud AI Barges today dis- 
counted reports that he resigned 
in protest against accusations he 
manipulated the state-run 
to favour pro-democracy 
activists.'

Stern warning 
to US officials 

Poindexter sentence 

WASHINGTON. June 12. (Reuter); Former While House adviser John Poindexter faces a six-month 
prison term for Iran-Contra felooies in a stem warning lo govenuneni ofliciaJs that they cannot put their 
private views of the national interest above the law. 

Poindexter, the highest-raskiiig member of the Reagan administration to face trial in the sandal over the 
plan to sell arms to Iran and funnel the profits toNicaragiuin rebels, tsalso the only one of seven Iran^ontra 
Ihlons to 1 m punished with jail time. . 

The stony-faced retired admiral remains free for 10 days following sentencing on Monday, while his 
lawyers prqiare his appeal. He was found gui}^ in federal court on i^ril 7. 

Poindnter made no comment in court and never shown any remorse for his part in the Iran-Contra 

^an. 

The five charges of whidi he 
stands convicted — two counts 
oflying to Congress, two of obs- 
tructing Congress and one of 
centring to cover up the Iran- 
Contra affair — could have ear- 
ned maximum penalties of 25 
^rs in prison and S 1 .25 million 
tn fines. 

However, judge Harold 
Greene imposed a prison sen- 
tence to deter others who might 
be tempted to commit such 
crimes. 

A light sentence "could not 
help but encourage others in 
positions of authority and 
secrecy to frustrate laws that fail 
to accord with thdr notions of 
what is best for this country, and 
to ci^ out their own private 
polides in the name of the united 
States" Greene said. 

He imposed no fine, judging 
that this would be a "crushing 
burden" on Poindexter and his 
family.

"We should prefer to have the commerce of love take some- 
where deml rather than behind a filthy bush," Kouebnex, minister for 
humanitarian affairs, said in the letter published in Le Figaro. 

The availability of water and regular medical checks ou wmoen 
working in brothels would help halt (he spread of Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome (Aids), be said. 

Kouchner, a junior, but high-profile minister, mainly co-ordinates 
French disaster aid. 

Former health minister Michele Barzach last week suggested bring- 
ing back legal whorehouses asa means of combating Aids, toudungoff 
a debate among leading politidaos, po/ioeefaiefs aM medfca! experts. 

Aids has hit France harder than any other West Europran nation and 
there is growing concern about iofection from transvestite prostitutes, 
often drug users.

Gorbachev, speaking calmly 
and smiling frequenily, (old the 
legislators that ms warm recep- 
tion in the United States and the 
signing of a US-Soviet trade 
agreement' were evidence of US 
faith in his. dorhestic reform 
programme. 

After speaking, he answered 
questions from deputies for 
another hour. Later in the day be 
was expected to meet for the first 
time with the presidents of the 
three Baltic republics, who are 
demanding that Moscow recog- 
nize their declarations of 
ndence.

Gorbachev added that a meet- 
ing between US Secretary of 
Slate James Baker 111 and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze in Copenhagen 
last week, and British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher's 
visit to Moscow last Friday were 
helping to build toward a better 
understanding on both sides of 
the question of German unifica- 
tioo. 


Gorbuchev, reformulating an idea aired earlier this year by his Foreign Minister 

Eduard Shevardnadze, said a 
fresh approach by Nato could 
make it possible for the new Ger- 
man state to play "an associate 
par" in both alliances. 

This would involve both 
prnicnl German stales in main- 
taining all their obligations 
under their present alliances, 
with Bonn's army subject to 
Nato and the East German .A rmy 
subject lo the new German 
gt^vernmem, he said. 

He told the deputies this could 
he covered by “a formula of 
associated membership of the 
new German state in the two 
blocs, while they continue to 
exist. This double membership

Calfa, 44, became premier 
during bargaining that to the 
December formation of a 
“government of national under- 
standing," which was dominated 
by Ciwc Forum.

23 nations may have chemical weapons programmes: Cheney 


WASHINGTON, June 12, (UPI); 
Defence Secretary Dick Cheney said yes- 
terday Aat 23 foreign coumries now have 
confirtned or suspected chemical warfare 
pro^mmes and that Iraq is producing 
missiles capable of reaching Israel. 

“Ten years from now, in the year ^)00, 
the number of developing countn^ 
producing their own ballistic missiles is 
expected to be up to 15," Cheney said in a 
speech lo tbe American-lsrael Public 


Affairs Committee. 

“Included among Ae 15 are such coun- 
tries as Iran, Iraq, Ubya, Sym and North 
Korea," Cheney said, noting that such 
missile can ca^ a variety of warheads, 
including cbemic^, biolo^cal or nuclear. 

“As for chemical and biological 
weapons, 23 foreign countrie have confir- 
med or suspected chemical warfare 
programmes and 10 have, or may have, 
biologicai warfare programmes.'* Cheney 


said. “Once again, that would include 
Iran, Iraq, Syria. Libya and North 
Korea." 

Israel also has a missile programme and 
is suspected of havinga ch^ical weapons 
programme. 

Pentagon officials declined to list all 23 
countries, saying Ae information from the 
defence mtcUigence agency was classified. 
However, 23 would app^r to be an 
increase over previous puU ic estimates.

Shamir facing credibility problems 

Convince Arabs he is not a ‘monster seeking war’ 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, June 12. 
(AP): Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir has 
pledg^ to make peace a top priority of his 
new right-wing government, but he recog- 
nises a major task in convindog Arabs he is 
not a "monster seeking war." 

In an apparent efTort to allay Washing- 
ton's fears, Shamir and leading political 
allies have softened rhetoric about set- 
tlement-building that US polity constders 
to be an obstacle to peace. 

Likud offidals suggest the new ^vern- 
ment will move quiduy to improve rela- 
tions with the United Slates, acknowledg- 
ing that Israel's new government has an 
image problem. 

Yossi Olmert, director of the gowrn- 


ment press oflice. said, "we are concerned. 
We are aware of it, and we shall strive to 
explain what the government isallubout." 

"There is more flexibility in this govern- 
ment than meets the eye,” he added. 

David Levy, the new foreign minister, 
was housing minister in the last govern- 
ment and approved granting SI.S million 
in state funds to start a new settlement in 
the Christian quarter of occupied 
Jerusalem's Old City. 

But he told reporters his first task as 
foreign minister would be "to prevent 
deterioration and to improve” Israel's 
strained ties with the Unit^ States. 

Harry Wall, Israel director of the Anti- 
Defamation League of B'Nai B'Rilh. said 


the govemmcni uould act to reassure con- 
cernc^i US Jews that it was not extremist. 

"iiuillhavciolryhardertodisabuse the 
eriiics who think that this regime will not 
push the peace process.... the important 
thing will be to watch what it does and not 
w hat is said.” 

Palestinians, however, plainly do not 
believe a right-wing government will make 
any sincere move towards starting 
negotiations. 

They see Shamir as a politician who 
opposed the peace treaty with Egypt. Levy 
as the man whose reign as housing minister 
resulted in creation of most of the 130 
existing settlements in the occupied 
territories and Ariel Sharon, the new 


immigration head, as the man who laun- 
ched a war against Palestinians in 
Lebanon. 

In a leaflet, the underground leadership 
of the 30-month Palestinian uprising 
noted that Shamir's government relied for 
support on the two-seat Moledet, or 
Homeland, party which advocates the 
expulsion of all Arabs. 

It called for an escalation of anti-Israeli 
protests to “burn the ground under the feet 
of the occupation's army and settlers.” 

Faisal Husseini. a leading Palestinian 
activist in occupied Jerusalem, said. ”1 
think it is a government of war, and I think 
the decisions of such a government will be 
a decision of war.”

up lOOPalestioUuis for questioning. 
An army oftidal said me tear-gas ' 


was lobbed into the UN clinic after 


an army patrol in Gaza city's Nasser Street came under a barrage of 
stones and blocks thrown from the clinic. 

The official noted that soldiers are barred from tiring tear-gas into 
enclosed spaces, and that the troops involved in today's incident would 
be punished. 

OfTicials of the UN Relief and Works A^ncy (Unrwa). which runs 
the ^nic. said the incident began when aimut half a dozen Israelis in 
civilian clothes ran into the building, apparently in pursuit of young 
Arab boys who had stoned their car. 


When army jeeps pulled up 
outside, they came under a hail of 
stones. At about 9.45 am, troops 
tired the tear-gas into the buil^ 
hig in which about 200 pregnant 
women and young children were 
waiting at the time. 

Unrwa spokesman Rolf van 
Oye said he would complain to 
the army. "They (troops) shoul- 
dn't be in our he^th centre and 
^ould know you don't throw 
tear-gas in confined spaces,” 

The army said 66 children were 
affected by the tear-gas, and doc- 
tors at nearby Nasser children's 
hospital said they treated 58 of 
the youngsters between the ages 
of one month and three yean, 
and that 1 6 of those were Emit- 
ted. 

Palestinians have complained 
that troops have repeatedly 
violated orders and tired tear-gas 
into enclosed spaces. 

The victim in the Old City 
stabbing, roeanwhile, was iden- 
tified as Yosef Edri, who came 
tixim Dimona in Israel's Ne^ 
desert and studies at a Jerusalem 
semin^. 

Edri described his anailanl as 
aPalestioian 15or 16yeanold. 

After the stabbing near the 
Damascus Gate, poTioe forced 
hundreds of Arab-owned to 
dose in the area and chased away 
vegetable vendors who spread 
their waresout on stairways lead- 
ing into the Old City.

The Supreme Court rejected 
appeals from some families of the 
suspects.

The latest house demolitions

The Israeli Information Cen- 
tre for Human Rights in the 
Occupied Territories said there 
has a marked decline in 
recent months in desiniclion of 
houses by the army. 

It said that through the end of 
May a total of 293 houses were 
destroyed and 1 73 sealed for 
security reasons. Several hun- 
dred others have been destroyed 
for being built without a permit. 


PLO statement seen insufficient to save talks 

Tension rises in Middle East as Shamir forms right-wing government 


WASHINGTON, June 12, (Reuter): A new PLO 
statement condemning attadu on cit^ans is nnliTf > 
ely to salvage s dialogue with the United States that 
has bwD central to recent Middle East peace 
strategy, analysts said yesterday. 

They said die outlook for the region is renewed 
tension due to the formadoo of a righCpWing Israeli 
govemmeni and the refusal of the PLO to oon^ma 
outri^t a foiled seaborne raid on Israeii 1^ 

Palestinian commandos. 

"I don't see any near-term proqiect for ge tting 
peace talks started," said Quandt of the 

Bro^ngs Institution. 


However, he and other experts said President 
Grorge Bush may opt for a compromise and decide 
to suspend the PLO dialogue, rather than break it 
oCfcoimiletcly. 

The Palestine liberation Organisation yesterday 
epndepined all attacks on dvdians but did not 
specaiically denounce the May 30 sea raid by one of 
its factions, t^ Palestine Liberation Front ^LF). 

“We remain against any military action which 
tarots dviiians regardless of the nature of such 
action and we condemn it," the PLO said in a 
statement. 

The United Slates, wUch had urged the PLO to 


condemn the attack specifically, expressed disap- 
poiniment with the statement. But State Depart- 
ment spokeswoman Margaret Tutwiler declined to 
say whether the Bush adminislration had decided to 
end its controversial dialogue with the Palestinian 
group. 

The May 30 raid, which was foiled by Israel has 
become a watershed for the controversial dialogue 
the United States resumed with the PLO in Decem- 
ber 1 988 after a 1 3-year break. 

For the first lime since the dialogue began, the 
United Stat^ has concluded an attack on Israel was 
carried out by a PLO faction and fits its definition of 


terrorism. 

Despite strong Israeli protests, Washington 
agreed to resume the dialogue after the PLO met US 
demands to denounce terrorism and recognise the 
Jei^ish state's nghl to exist 

But then-secretary of state George Shultz made 
clearthc contacts would end ifthePLOever reverted 
to supporting icrrorism. 

Secretary of State James Baker realTirmed this 
view last Friday os he made what appeared to be a 
last-ditch appeal to the PLO to takea strongersiund 
against the attack. 


Israel to 
open first 
office in 
Beijing 

BEUING, June 12, (AP): Israel's 
first representative office in 
China is to open this week, but its 
director said today that his job is 
promoting academic co-opera- 
tion, not being a diplomaL 

foreign ministers of the 
two countries agreed in May 
1989 to establish the academic 
exchan^ oflice, one of several 
steps the two sides have taken in 
recent years toward establishing 
diplomatic relations for the first 
time. 

The liaison oflice for the Israel 
Academy of Sciences and 
Humanities is to hold its opening 
ceremony Friday. It has no 
government status, but is the 
latest and most concrete move 
toward formal relations. 

“Israel obviously sees it as a 
step for a more serious relation- 
ship But our business is 

sp^ifically science. That's what 
we do, that's what we know how 
to do,” director Yoseph Shal- 
hevet said in an interview. 

Israel was one of the first coun- 
tries 10 recognise the communist 
Chinese government after it 
came to power in 1949, but 
establishment ofdiplomatic rela- 
tions was inlemipted by the 
Korean war. during which Israel 
sided witii tiie United Stales, a 
major defender of South Korea. 
■China fought on communist 
North Korea's sde. 

“Israel has been interested in 
establishing normal relations 
with all countries in the world. 
China is just about the only non- 
Muslim country that has 
refrained from establishing con- 
tact,” Shalbevet said. 

China has maintaained strong 
ties with Arab countries, anH 
r^gnises the Palestine Libera- 
tion Org^isatioD, which has an 
emba^ in Beijing. 

Chinese President Yang 
Shangkun, visiting Egypt last 
December, reiterated that Beij- 
jng would not consider establish- 
ing diplomatic relations until 
Israel returtis land seized from 
Arab countries during the 1967 
Middle East war. 

However, as of the recent 

warming of relations, China has 
opened a branch of the China 
Iniernaiional Travel &rvice in 
Tel Aviv — the first CUnese 
presence in Israel. 

Lack of diplomatic relations 
has not stopped Israelis from 
coming to Cmna, most of th^ 
on non-Israeli passports. 

The two countries have bad 
several informal academic and 
cultural exchanges and quiet but 
growing business dealinp that 
reportedly include arms sales. 

Two years ago, Israel establi- 
shed a goverDDieni-nm coipora- 
tion, Copeco. in Hong Kong to 
promote trade with CMna.

The experts also expressed 
tbrirsatisfaction at the measures 
taken by Britain, where 14,000 
cows have died, to s\pp the 
spread of the disease.

THE UNION of Arab Gulf 
Chambers of Commerce have 
confinned the sluggishness of the 
activities of the Arab ,Gulf 
Mariiime Transport despite its 
distinguished location of the 
region with respect to inter- 
national trade. 

in a recent published study 
which will be the focus of discuss- 
ing during a meeting between the 
Arab Gulf Chambers represen- 
tatives and officials l^rom the 
Kuwait based United Arab Ship- 
ping Company (UASC), the 
union reiterated that the of 
Arab Gulf trade in marine sbip- 
jring has been adversely affected 
due to a combination of factors. 
In recent years, thgy stated that 
these factors comprised inter- 
national economic upheavals, 
fluctuaiTons in oil prices among 
member stales, austerity trends, 
the recent volaUle situations in 
the region and the dowmtum in 
infrastructure projects. 

Relreaf 

Hie study pointed out that 
Arab Gulf imports had begun 
retreating since 1983. Total 
imports had dropped from 62 
million tons in 1984 to about 42 
million tons in 1986. [>urng the 
years 1983-1986 Arab Gulf 
States had disbursed a total of 
US SI .7 bflIioD as shipping char- 
ges on imports. Shipping charges 
on exports amounted to US 
S26.6 billion during the same 
period 

The study further pointed out 
that shipping char^ had regis- 
tered a gradual increase since 
1987. It attribu^^e ^^the 
ceasefire betweecTfraq^a Ii^' 
in 1988, gradual increase in oil 
prices, the relative boom prevail- 
ing in the region after 1^8 and 
the consequent increase in 
demand for raaiine shipping 
services. 

However, ironicaUy, the study 
said that the Arab Gulf mer- 
chants bad failed to realise ben- 
efits from the post-war circum- 
stances which in fact were sup- 
po^ to lead to a reduction in 
shipping charges due to the 
reduction of the war risk 
premium which ranged between 
5 to 12 per cent of shipping 
coasts. 

In the study, the union called 
for considering the possibility of 
registering some vessels in the 
Arab Gulf countries. It said that 
the GCC Secretariat General is 
currently studying the posability 
of achieving diis goal in view of 
its importance towards the 
stabilisation of shipping charges 
with tte objective of protecting 
Arab Gulf importers and expor- 
ters.

It may 
also carry an offer by the king- 
dom to act as an interm^iary in 
the water dispute,'* the official 
said, giving no fur^ei details. 

Prince Saud returned home 
the same day after meeting 
President Turgut Ozal. 

Turkey halted the flow of the 
river to downstream Syria and 
Iraq for one month earlier this 
10 help fill iis Aiaturk Dam. 
Syria and Iraq protested sharply. 


Irrigation ministers of the 
three countries are expected to 
meet in Ankara on June 36 to 
conclude an agreement on shar- 
ing Ae Euphrates, a major irriga- 
tion and power lifeline. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Murat Sungar told Reuters that 
Turkey was puzzled by a 
statement from Iraqi Oil Mini- 
ster Issam Abdulrahim Al 
Chalabi that Ankara was not 
taking the Euphrates issue 
seriously. 

“We note that the water issue 
is intentionally being presented

KUWAIT has concluded several agreements with various countries to 
avoid double taxation, a senior official at the Ministry of Finance said. 

in an interview with a local daily, thedirector of the Tax Department 
at Kuwait's Ministry of Finance, Khaled AJ Subaihi said that during 
the last six months, Kuwait had finatised this issue with Hungary. 
Switzerland, India, France, Australia and Poland. 

Subaihi smd that the Ministry of Finance invites all government 
authorities, the private sector and individuals who could benefit from 
these agreements to communicate with the ministry. AAer due process, 
tonafide beneficiaries will be provid^ with the necessary certificates 
exempting them from taxes as stipulated in the agreements just con- 
cluded. 

Specifically, the official said that governmental authorities and the 
private sector establishments will be granted exemptions with retrosp- 
ective efTect as of January 1990. Tax exemption will be granted in total 
on equity dividends of those companies in which the government has 25 
per cent equity participation. The official said that these agreements 
were aimed at providing ideal investment opportunities for Kuwaiti 
investors in countries that had endorsed these agreements. 

With respect to capital tax gains, government authorities and private 
companies will be entitled to entire tax write-offs on equity and 
dividends on bonds. 

Subaihi disclosed that an Arm'ri decree had been issued recently 
which endorsed an agreement between Kuwait and China for avoiding 
duplication in tax. According to the articles of the agreement, the 
government authorities and the firms in the private sector will be 
entitled to total tax exemption in those cases where the authority or firm 
possessed over 20 per cent of companies shares in China.

Govt, rebels to talk in Freetown 


MONROVIA, (Reuter): The street outside the Ben- 
son Street mosque in central Monrovia is normally 
jammed with people attending evening prayers on 
Fridays. 

But not in these uncertain days. With rebels close 
to the Liberian captal and fears of bloody reprisals 
against the ethnic group that makes up the bulk of 
t& country's Muslim community, the streets are 
almost empty. 

"Nowit IS very difficult for the raos^ue to fill up," 
said Z^assana, 36, who makes a living importing 
goods from naghbouring Ivory Coast and is a 
member ofthe Mandingo Muslim community. 

“Many of our Mandingo people have been killed 
at mosques and some people have been assassinat- 
ing them at their homes," he said. 

“Sometimes the rebels take our women and keep 
them two or three months in the bush .. and some 
men refuse them when they come back." . 

Terrified 

The Muslim commum'iy of this rundown West 
African capital city of 500,000 pcoj^ is terrified at 
the approach of the National Patriotic From of 
Libena rebels led by Charles Taylor. 

The dty has been all but emptied of Mandingos, a 
Liberian name for people who in nei^bouring 
countriesare called Ma]inke.«gnifyingthat they are 
descended from the ancient trading civilisation of 
Mali. 

Many Mafinke run small shops or are tailors, 
peddlers, money lenders and taxi drivers. 

An announenneDt that talks between the govern- 
mentand the rebels would be^n this week in Sierra 
Leone eased tensions somewhat, but it will take time 
to undo the damage done in six months of fitting. 

Finding a taxi ts virtually impossible since many 
Mandingos who own the bulk of the cars have 
driven their last fares straight to the border and 
beyond. 

Hundreds of shops remain shuttered all day long 
because their Mandifigo owners have fled. 

Escape 

They have gone to Sierra Leone or Guinea, whidi 
many of them left inthe 1960s to escape the socialist 
regime of the late Guinean leader Sekou Toure. 

Now they are returning to Guinea after hearing 
rumours and eyewitness accounts of alleged killings 
of Mandingos as town after town has fallen to (he 
rebels who invaded on Christmas Eve from neigh- 
bouring Ivory Coast. 

“If the rebels continue to slaughter the MancUn- 
gos ... ti^ will become an Islamic feud and that will 
be something else," said a govenuneot official who 
is a Muslim. 

Ironically, Mandingos wield little political power 
in this West African country founded in 1M7 by 
fined American slaves. Only one or two have top 
ministerialjobs. 

But Mandingos have become victims by associa- 
tion with the rebels' main taatgei — President Samuel 
Doe and his ruling Krahn tribe — because of percep- 
tions. of the mostly ,Gict. and Mano rebels that 
Mandingo .have , under Dge,gt. tb^.r .

Nasser A1 Salem, vice-president of Kuwait 
Prtroieuni Internaiinoal (KPI). the. inlernalional 
subsidiary of the Kuwait Petroleum Corporation 
(KPC) made the remarks in an interview with the 
Nicosia. Cyprus-based Middle Economic 
Suryey(MEES). 

With its purchase of Mobil’s Ki0.tKXI barrels a 
day relinery and 2JXX) branded services stations 
throughout Italy, KPI has raised its share of the 
Italian market to lO-l I per cent compared with the 
pierious 3 J-4 percent. 

Elsewhere in Europe, KPl’s market shares are 
reckoned to be around 23-24 perccni in Denmark, 
I3perocmin Sweden. 7 Mr cent in Belgium. 4.5 per 
cent in the Netherlands and 2.S per cent in the 
United Kingdom. 

KPI owns two other European leltneries in Rot- 
terdam, with a capadty.of some 7.5,000 barrels a 
day. and in Deiunaiic, with a capadiy of 56,UOO 


barrels a day. 

However, Al Salem noted, this European teftn- 
ing capacity ofsome 230,000 barrels a day will leave 
KPi’s integrated downsinsam system in Europe 
short of refined products to the extent of over 
2W.OOO ba rreb a ckty , which has to be made up from 
Kuwait and from processing deals with other refin- 
ers. 

Bcforethcacqui»iionorthe Mobil refinery. KPI 
used to process crude in Italy to supply its network 
with around 60.000 burreb a day, hut it now expects 
to use its own refinery. 

Al Salem disck»ed that KPI was looking at 
possible joint ventures in refining both in Europe 
and the Far East. However, he was not enthusiastic 
about joint ventures for marketing which he des- 
cribed as a “very difiKulf thing.’ 

In Europe, KPI was looking foropponunities to 
hnpruve its market share in the UK and enter new 
markets with branded ouileis and stations. 
Al Salem said. 

Possibilities on that front were being pursued in 
France and Qomany. to which prraucts were 
already bring supplied in bulk in Spam. Portugal 
and Austria, according to Al Salem. 


KPI was also seeking to get into the East 
European market and plans were already under- 
way for a joint venture with Hui^ry’s national oil 
company with a view to upgrading its distribution 
network and, hopefully, putting "QS” brand 
prodtfcts into the outlets, he said. 

KPI would also be looking into a possible refia- 
ing joint venture in Hungary, Al Solon said. 

In the Far East — whiefa is also a priority urget 
for Kt^.lCPI expansion — atieniioa was brine 
focussed on Thailand as a possible launching pad 
for a ttponal presence embracing Japan and other 
markets in the area, he said. 

Noting that Kuwait’s initial intention was to 
kwk into the possibility of building 200 service 
stations in ThailaDd. Al Salem spoke of more far- 
reaching plans to build a refinery in the followiiig 
terms:

Portugal still making up its mind on exchange rate mechanism 


LISBON, June 12, (Reuter): Ponugal, 
fearful of missing the boat of European 
Economic Community integration, can- 
not make up its mind when to join the 
bloc's Exchange Rate Mechanism 
(ERM). 

The ERM, part of the European Mon- 
etary System, is seen as a forerunner to 
full monetary union of the 1 2 EEC states. 

Some economists say it would be 
unworkable to tie the escudo to the nine 
currencies in the ERM while Portugal's 
inflation rate — now at 13' per cent — is 
more than twice the EEC average. 

Apart from Portugal, only Britain and 
Greece have not yet joined the ERM, 
which sets member currencies at a fixed 
rate against the European currency unit 
and allows them to fluctuate within a 
band of 2J25 percent on either side ofiL 


In the case ofSpain, which joined only 
last year, the peseta has a six per cent 
fluctuation band. 

A spokesman for British Prime Mini- 
ster Margaret Thatcher dismissed as 
“pure spe^ation” a press report today 
that Britain would enter the ERM later 
this year. 

He said Britain would join when its 
inflation irate was closer to the commun- 
ity avera^and when the EECs finanoal 
market liberalisation was more advan- 
ced. 

Bankers say Portugal would be under 
strong pressure to follow suit 
immediately once Briiam joined. 

For Portugal, a tartlet date of 1992 is 
the most favour^ for joining the ERM. 

But supporters of earlier entry argue 


that tfaecontinuingslrongflowofforeign 
investment — S2.4 biUion in 1989 — 
outweighs the inflation factor. ERM 
membership would also be a strong psy- 
chological weapon against inflation, 
they say. 

De^te the policy of monthly 0.25 per 
cent d^aiuations against a basket of 
currencies, the escudo has been shadow- 
ing the ERM wider six per cent band for 
the past two to three yttrs. 

“It's been hovering around parity, in 
efTect it has been unomciaUy in the ERM 
without any of the safeguards," a 
poEtioii analyst said. 

The nine states in the ERM are happy 
to let Formal make up its own mind,''' 
i^C offidals say. 

But political pressure is building up at 
home. The opposition sodali^'Trom 


President Mario Soares down, are press- 
ing for entry as soon as possible. 

Analysis say the government too is 
divid^. Bank of Portugal Governor Jose 
Tavares Moreira backs 1992, while 
Prime Minister Anibal Cavaco Silva, 
though an economist by profession, 
would like to move faster.

“Uie effects of the easing of 
demand and increasing costs 
resulted in proBis in the second 
half of the year falling below the 
very strong level achieved in the 
first half,'" said a company 
statement. 

Though the profit outstripped 
analysts' forecasts, word of the 
fall in demand brought an initial 
drop of two pence (three cents) in 
Briush Steel shares^ to 146.50 
pence (S2.46). 

Company chairman Sir 
Robert Sctaoley said British 
SteeU which was privatised by the 
Conservacivegovemment in late 
1988, would seek growth 
throng a nuxture of cost-saving 
capital investment and acquisi- 
tions. 

British Steel has aroused a 
political furore by announcing 
that it plans to close its hot-strip 
mill at Ravenscraig in Scotland.

Iran to supply gas 
to Europe and Asia 


IPE chief to discuss areas of co-operation ; 


Dubai futures ties under review 


ZURICH, June 12, (Kuna): Iran 
is negotiating lar^scale con- 
tracts to supply natural gas to 
Europe and Asia, the Inter- 
oatio^ Herald Tribune (IHT) 
r^iorted today. 

In an interview to the daily 
from Singapore, the Iranian 
Petroleum Minister, 

Gholamreza Aqzadeh said talks 
were under way with a number of 
countries, including West Ger- 
many, Italy, France, Romania, 
Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, 
Yugoslavia, Japan and South 
Korea. 

The Iranian petroleum mini- 
ster was attending an inter- 
national oil conference, which 
continues today, and which is 
sponsored by cbeTHT. 

Aqzadeb said that Iran would 
use its huge reserves of natural 


gas to generate economic growth 
and b^ine "one of the world's 
major gas exporters." 

He added that fran and a 
group of European nations, 
which he declined to name, were 
studying the feasibility and 
relative costs of,exporting Iran- 
ian gas to Europe by pipeline 
through Turkey or the Soviet 
Union, or by ship in the form of 
Uquifi^ natural gas. 

The minister noted that alth- 
ou^ negotiations with some 
European oompanies and gover- 
nmeats were ‘'dose to a con- 
clusion,'' it had been agreed that 
details would not be released 
until they had been made final. 

According to the IHT, Wes- 
tern and Japanese officials con- 
firmed that talks had opened bet- 
ween a number of European 


countries and Iran, and between 
Japan and Iran, on supply of 
natural gas. But they said that

Plan to lift textile curbs 


Rich nations come under increasing pressure 


GENEVA, June 12, (Reuter): Third Worid textile 
producers today propos^ the phasing out of all curbs on 
their e^rts in su years to bruig the multi-oJliaD dollar 
sector fully under the free trade ndes of Gatt, the world 
trade watchdog. 

’ The 22-aation Inteniatioilal Textiles ajsd'''CloQilos 
Bureau CTTCB) circulated a 12-page plan to meenbers or 
the textiles oemtiating group at the Uruguay round of 
wodd.irade tauu. 

It proposes scrai^iiDg the current multi-fibre arran- 
gement (MFA), which governs about half the world’s 
trade in textiles and clotliing. when it expirs on July 3 1 next 
year. 

This 5 l-nation accord aUows industrialised countries to 
protect ibdr domestic textile industries through individual 
agneemeots limiting foiei^ imports. 

Developiagcounmessnll use textiles as the first rung on 
the ladder to mduscrialisation. followiogin the footsteps of 
Britain's pioneering industrial revolution last century. 

Developed countiMs, which have tried to keep such 
exports of cheap cloth and clothing from kilUng their own 
uncompetitive textile industries, arecoming under increas- 
ing ptessure to loosen up as the world trade taUts near thdr 
end. 

Under the fTCB scheme, those import curbs would be 
Ufled in four stages from August L 1991 until thdr total 
dimioatiou by the end of 1997. During this period, import 
quotas would be enlarged by fixed annual peroenu^. '

WASHINGTON. June 12, (AP): The deficil 
in the broadest measure of US foreign trade 
shrank to S22.94 billion from January 
through March, the lowest quarterly 
imbalance in six years, tfaegovenunent repor- 
ted today.

America's current account trade deficit narr- 
owed by 1 4 per cent in the flrst Om months of 
the year, compared to a $26.69 billion deficit 
in the final three months of 1989.

New lasers erase 


years of anxiety

WESTCHESTER, New York, (WNLX For over 40 
years Dominick Netty was pLaigued iy soniethni| 
that he thought would never to away: a dark-red 
hirthmarir that Covered most <» the li^t ade ofhis 
face. Known asa port-wine stain, the mark made his 
life a misery. “1 have been aware of it ever since I can 
remember,’* be says. '*ChildreD are cruel, they used 
to point at me, call me names like ^Fed-face.' “Now 


45, he still recaDs bang turned down by a nrl he had 
innted to a school dance, and says he fdt a **psy- 


diological mess.’* 

To&y his face shows only a sU^t redness which 
could pass unnotic^. For the past two years, Netty 
has bm undergoing treatment with a new type of 
laser that has produced spectacular results on him 
and other patients; 85 per cent of his birthmark is 
gone. 

Until only a few years ago, very little could be 
done for people bom with port-wine stains. Tf^ 
were condemned to usmc a speciaJ tyoe of thidc 


The Aragon laser is also used to treat brown 
birthmaritsknownas“cafeaulait’* stains, wliichare ' 
caused by excessive exposure to the sun, freckles, or 
so-called liver spots, it is used mo^ ccmunonly, 
however, to treat red lesions such as port-wine stains 
and “burst” vessds on tint nose or cheeks. Tech- 
nically the vessels haven*! “burst” have 
distended. The affliction is common and is caused by 
various factors, such as inherited tendency, 
CTposure tothesun, honnonalchan^, especially in 
pregnancy, and certain diseases. 

' The latest and posably most promising laser for 
people with port-wiae stains is the “Flash-Lamp 
Pulsed Dye Laser,” which emits a yellow ray in 


single pubes at short intervals. The yellow ny is 
betto-absorijed by the blood and the intenaty ofthe 


were condemned to usinc a speciaJ type of thick 
make-up, which, says Netty, on a man always 


looked bad: “I would be afraid that under a certain 
light it would ^ow and it never looked ri^t when 
we would take piclures with the family.” 

Little is know about what causes port-wme stains. 
They are not genetically passed on mmi one genera- 
tion to the other, and tbmarecases in which one of a 
set of newborn twins is marked and the other is not. 
Tbepfaysicalcause is blood vessels l]dag very to 

the surface of the skin that are distended. It can 
occur anywhere on the body and can be almost 
unnotioeable or very dramatic, in extreme cases 
covering 70 per cent of the body. 

Netty is one of at least 1 ,000 patients treated by Dr 
Gary ^uner, a dermatologist who is wid^ con- 
sidered a pioneer in the use of laser tedmology in 
treating slm ailments. “We are using many different 
types oflasers to treat different types of conditions,” 
explains Brauner, who has his ownpractice and alro 
works at Westchester Medical Centre, north ofNew 
York City. The center is one of the most advanced in 
the Unitra States and is one of only three In the 
country to have three dUfeient ^pea of laser-beam 


bum is lower. ’There is less heat dissipation from 
the blood vessel and therefore less injury to the outer 
layer of tbesldn,” and less pain, fimuner said, whidi 
makes the treatment easier to bear for chfldren. 

Another advantage of the Puls^ Dye laser over 
^ Aragonis that it works faster. “The Aragon laser 
is a lot of work. The bursts are only 1 mOhmette or 
1 .Smm in dtametre. For a sldn area of 4 x 6 inches, 
you need 5,000 bursts. It takes about one hour; it is 
very painstaking and labour4ntensive,” the 46- 
year-old doctor said. “The other problem is that the 
bum area can become and leave a very 

thick, unsightly scar.” 

The Pulsed Dye laser is fdt like a light pinpridt, 
according to Brauner. “Injury to the outer la^ of 
the skin is minimal so there is no secmidary ii^ of 
infection. The laser also coven a mudi laiW area 
and is therefore much &ster. The only proNem is 
that it has to be rq>eated multiple times over the 
same area, but this can be done because the area 
heals JO quickly. ”

The newest laser equipment works faster, is less 
painful than the older models and has redu^ ^ 
risk of ootnpUcatioos. lliougb it doesn’t replace 
other lasers, it holds great promise in the treatment 
of birthmarks. 

“The fiist laser to be used in dennatok^ was the 
Aragon laser in the I9ti0s. It was not usro much to 
treat birthmarks until 197^ but smoe then it fau 
been used on thousands of patients,” Brauner 
explained, adding that the Ara^n la^ works by 
emitting a blue-gceen light ray that is absorbed 
the oxygen-bearing red cells in the blood. ‘The 
intense energy put out by the ray is transfonned into 
beat,^yougetavaymtenseburmngof die blood in 
the vessel. It works from the inside out The Uood 
vessel bums and so do the tissues around it Tlie heat 
bums its way out to the surface of the skio.”

Another type oflaser, invented in 1974andandely 
used for the past 10 ye^ is known as the carbon 
dioxideiaser. Tt has an invisible beam and is mostly 
used to cut off growths because it seals the blood 
vessels and does not cause bleeding,” s^ Bnuner. 
It has a wide vari^ of naedical uses, bnt in der- 
matology it is most effective in deating xecurring 
scarlike growths ktiown as keloids as wdl as large 
stubborn warts, indudrng genital warts. 

Laser tedmology holds gn»t promise because it 
doesn't emit harmful ultraviolet light ox cancer- 
caosing X-rays. Weeks-old infants have been 
treated nnth it, and it has been suggested Uiat port- 
wine stains, wUch grow thidceranddarker with age,* 
could be treated earlier, whidi wor^ prevent psy- 
diological scarring. Other rq^tikations indudc tte. 
treatment of red growths bown as “stiawbeny 
marks” that appear in childhood. Although these 
almost always disappear by the age of 7,^^ can 
have serious consequences when they appear in 
areas such as the mouth, the nose or eye.

Angioplasty can be good 
alternative to bypass surgery 


QUESTION: Would you please exnlam the suracal 
procedure known as angioplas^ My father’s doc- 
tors are ad vising this operation Iot hi^ but wedon't 
know enou^ about it to be able to advise my dad, 
who has asm our opinion. Please help us make a 
sound decirion. 

AnsweR Anpoplasty is an effective treatment for 
coronary artery disuse where the coroimxy arteries 
— those blood vessels that bring nutrients to the 
heart itsetf — are partially or totally “closed.” 
Angioplasty is accomplished by inserting a 
narrow baUoon attached to a guiding catteter 
throu^ the drculatoty ^tem to the affected 
coronary artery. The balloon is placed at the narr- 
owest part of the art^ and th^ inflated at high 
pressure. The expanrion of the balloon forces open 
Ae material that dos^ the artery, creatmg a wider 
dtannei for blood to flow throu^ 

There are some bdiefits to angioplas^, as 
opposed to bypass surgery. The procedure does not 
require surgery; it can improve the ability to exercise 
without heart-related ppm; it may increase the so- 
called “quality of life”; it can reduce pain caused by 
angina it requires much shorter hospital stays than 
bypass surgery; and itcostsmuch less than a bypa^ 
rai^ts most likely to be considered for angio- 
piaat y include tho« with coronary “dosings” that 
miw occurred within the past six months, those who 
axe also candidates fm* bypass surgeiy, and those 
who have “dosii^” in several sq»rate parts of 
arteries — but not m major sections of those vessels. 

There are some risks associated with angiooiasty. 
^'ous coronary con^lications can happen during 


or after the procediue. U is more dangerous For 
women, particularly those over 65 years who have 
had bypass surgery, than for any otiier group. Ute 
arteries may “dose” again at some point, mid 
byp^ surgery must beTOoe if the angioplasty fails. 

Nevothel^ angioplasty is a major advance in 
medicine. It gets safer and more practical as

New 
Jersy, (UPI): A Vatican museiun 
ofiiciai has embarked on an 
international tour to make sure 
the controversial restoration of 
Michelangelo's aoclanned fres- 
coes in me Sistine Chapel is 
properly understood 

Tne restoration product 
undertook to clnn .400 years of 
grime from the artist's work. The 
unveiling of the frescoes in 
DecembCT unleashed a sionn of 
controversy, including charges 
that the restorers had utered the 
16th century masterpiece m the 
mindpal chapel in the Vatican to 
Rome. 

'The controversy has already 
died down. But some (critics may 
never change their minds,** said 
Walter Persegati, the Vatican’s 
international arts co-ordinator 
and former secretary g ener al and 
treasurer of the Vatican 
Museum. 

"It is veiy difficult for an an 
historian who has taken a stand 
to change. But some of them are 
not real^ at fault When that saw 
we are destroying the work of 
Michelangelo, they don't know 
the care that we took Jo tiying to 
find out what Michelangelo 


really did. 

Dwng a resent visit to New 
Jersey, more than SOO people 
packed an auditorium at Notre 
Dame High School in Lawren- . 
cevilie to hrar Persemti describe 
the 10-year S4.2 mOTios restora- 
tion. 

Later trips will take him to 
other US aties and to Canada 
and Japan. 

Persagati said even his more 
than 40 years among the art 
works in the Vatican could not 
prei^re him for the thrill of see- 
ing Michelangelo's work 
unveiled. 

"*rhe colour was the dis- 
co^vry," Persegati said. “For 
centuries thete was the belief that 
Mteheia^elo did not use 
colours. There was a belief that 
he bathed everything in dark- 
ness." 

“Seeisg them coming out after 
the cleaning, it was like aculiural 
shock to see those colours had to 
be expected. Those were the 
colours of his time," Persegati 
said. 

Dramatic before-and-after 
film of the frescoes drew 
applause as bright, almost con- 
temporary colours emerged like 


magic under the sterlized spon- 
ges of vetican technicians. 

Michelangelo decorated the 
Sistine Chapel's wMk and ceiling 
with fresco — painting with 
watercolours on wet plaster. 

Debate over the restoration 
has centred on what he may have 
done after the fresco had dried. 

“He used" a secco, mixing 
colours with glue and applying it 
to the fresco after it dnM,” F&- 
segati said. “But he used that 
only very sparingly and only to 
alter the volume of a body — to 
make an arm laiger, to change 
the line of forehe^ , maybe." 

Persegati answoed charges 
that restorers removed Mictel- 
anulo's a secco work by showing 
slided of cross-sections of the 
frescoes that were examined for 
up to six months before restora- 
tion began. 

Under the microscope, 
Michelanpel's corrections for- 
med a thin layer of paint ti^t 
against the plaster. Work by 
intervening restorers is separated 
by a layer of soot and dust. 

Dunng the etening. he said, 
Vatican technicians noted the 
original a secco work and left it 
intact, removing only the later. 


dumsier painting done over the 
centuries by less-skilled retou- 
chers. 

Persegati said that con- 
troversy aside, the job was tedi- 
nically simple. 

“Really, the deaning of the 
Michetan^o frescoes is a veiy 
easy one,” Persegati said. 
“Michelangelo followed very 
:oiisfy the rules of the 
fresco making, using the 
colours and the plaster well?’ 

He said the cleaning showed 
Michelangelo us^ contrasting 
colours closely appUed, but not 
blended, to aJd dimension to his 
figures, connecting his style more 
dosdy to other punters of his 
time. 

Some early viewers of the res- 
tored fresco said the newly 
cleaned figures seemed to lack 
depth. 

"Maybe for the first six mon- 
ths we left on the lighting that 
was used for lifting the dirty 
fresco,” Persegati explained. 
"The dirty fresco needed a lot of 
light because otherwise you see 
nothing. That makes foe new 
ones look flat Now we have the 
electric lights turned off and you 
see them lit as MiefaeUmg^ 


wanted them to be seen." 

The final task is to protect the 
fresco. The dust . theeifoalations. 
and even the perfumes worn by 
tourists could again darken the 
fteso) if nothing were done. 

To meet the challenge, a com- 

g uterized cliinate control system 
y the Carrier Corp will be ins- 
talled by the end of the year, 
Peraegati said. 

The system will keep the 
chapel at 72 d^rm (22 C and 55 
per cent humidity to help 
stabilize the frescoes. More 
importantly, it will filter out both 
dust and gbes and positively 
pressurize the building cauring 
air to flow out through any opa- 
inp and keep out pollution, Per- 
serati said. 

The restoration project Is 
being paid for by Nii^n Telev- 
ision Network of Japan, in return 
for exclusive rights to ^1 images 
produced ofthefrescoesforUua 
years. The Vatican had unsucces- 
sfoUy sought financial support in 
Itdy and the United States. 

Nippon also has agreed to ray 
for the Vatican's S5 milfion 
deanup of Michelangelo's The 
Last Jw^ment, "a task expected 
to take four to five years.

‘How to make love. .. controversy 


Movie opens in New York 


LOS ANGELES, (UPI): An autobiogra- 
phu^ film based on the sexual exploits ofa 
Haitian man in Canada has drawn criti- 
cism from black activists who find it dif- 
ficult to jet past the movie's title. 

Mow To Make Love To A Megro Wilhwt 
Getting Tired opens this month in four 
New York foeatres, and is scheduled to 
play in one Los Azoles movie house In 
mia-Jufy. 

While distributors have billed the movie 
as a positive, "ennobling" portrayal of a 
black mao, at least one Loa Angeles activ- 
ist group has already expressed concern 
over the film's title. . 

"We considered it to be offensive to us 
because it perpe^tes a stereotype of 
black people being inhumanly sexual 
beings,^' said Elaine Pounds, director of 
the Los Angeles black media coalition. 

Meanwhile, on the east coast, one New 
York theatre refused to screen (he movie 
because ofthe controversy and the Boston 
Globe would not run its ads. 

By way ofa compromise the New York 


Times and the Daily News in New York 
agreed to run ads for the film reading Mow 
To Make Love . . . . The rest of the title 
appm in French, which is spoken in 
Haiti, in much smaller print at the bottom 
ofthe ads. 

A smtilar advertumg compromise will 
probably be reached with daily news- 
papm in Los Angeles, said Joseph Saleh, 
president of An^lika Hlms, the movie’s 
distritaupri. Saleh mi the Village Voice 
and DUCT alternative east coast news- 
papm have run the movie’s full title. 

The one Los Angeles theatre that has 
committed to screening the film, Laem- 
mele's Fine Arts in Beverly Hills, plans a 
marquee that simply reads How To Make 
Love.... 

"The fact that they're shortening the 
title helps," Pounds said, "At least we 
won't have to drive down the street and see 
this (on a marquee)." 

list summer, Pounds began writing to 
An^lika, expressme her group's concern 
over Che film's title. She said, however, she 


has been unable to see the movie before its 
release and the coalition, which consists of 
about 20 people, has yet to take an official 
stand on the movie itself. 

Mow To Make Love To A Negro Without 
Gettdvi is a comedy based on an 
autobiographical novel by Danny 
Laferriere, a Haitian writer who now lives 
in Montreal. It's the story ofa black man's 
exploits in a foreign country with white 
women who areeager to have sex with him. 
^e movie is in Fieneh with English sub- 

Although the film — dearly out ofthe 
riiaifiMreaTTi of the antidpatod summer 
blockbusters — will have extremdy 
limited distribution, Pounds said she has . 
reed ved several tde^ne calls from mem- 
bm of tite blade community who heard 
about the mode and bristled at its title. 

"My problm is that the title pet- 
petuates a native stereotype, and a 
stereotype whidi further isolates us as a 
p^le and suggests that we are somehow 
different then everybody dse," Pounds 


said. 

Henry Dotson, treasurer at the Los 
Angeles branch ofthe NAACP, expressed 
shnuar scepticism. 

"My immediate reaction is that 1 would 
not be in fevour of sudi a title,” Dotson 
said. 

"We have to be very careful about the 
subtle inferences that have been passed," 
Dotson said. 

The National Association for the 
Advancement of Colour People, or 
NAACP, has taken no offidal stand on the 
film, he said. ' 

Pounds said she has read Leferriere's 
novel and was not impressed with his 
ppse, whidi was critically acclaimed in 
Cana^. Pounds said she was particulariy 
bothered by apparently derogatory 
references the author made to other races. 

Saleh defended the movie saying, "the 
title is provocative, but that’s at the insis- 
tence of the writer,' that's part of the vision 
of the story he wants fo tell." Leferriere 
also co-wrote the screenplay.

Yugoslavs 
seek win 
against 
Colombia 

BOLOGNA. June 12, (Reuter): 
Yu^slavia, paraly^ b> fear 
against West Gennanjr accord- 
ing to coach Ivica Osim, must 
puU themselves out of a deq» 
depression and beat Colombia 
on Thursday to keep alive their 
World Cup hopes. 

“Jt is not eas 7 for us to forget 
this defeat,*' said Osim who 
accused his players of acting like 
frightened rabbits in the 4-1 
Group D los« to West Germany 
in Milan on Sunday. 

“The players are pretty 
depressed," said 35-year-old 
striker Safet Susie. 

“1 hope they can recover in 
time,” Suskr added, "(f we can't 
beat Colombia we really don't 
belong here." 

Yugoslaiva have not won a 
match since last October and 
Osim said the lack of success was 
largely due toan absence of unity 
in the team. 

"Our players think first ofhow 
they can play for themselves and 
not how th «7 can play together." 
said C^m. 

"'The West German game was 
one of our worst in the four years 
that I have been with the team." 

Osim replaced veteran Susie 
with 21-year-old rising star 
Robert Prosinecki in Sunday's 
second half and said he was con- 
sidering several changes in the 
starting line-up against Colom- 
bia. who have a two-point 
advantage after beating the 
United Arab Emirates in their 
first match. 

"Something uill be changed, 
of course, but at the moment 1 
can't say what." said Osim. who 
likes to name his team at the last 
possible moment. 

There has been speculation 
that goalkeeper Tomislav Ivk- 
ovic. whose fumbling led directly 
to West Germany's fourth go^ 
in Milan, would be dropped for 
Thursday’s match in Bologna 
but Osim refused to be drawn on 
the subjea. 

Historyison Vugoslavia'sside 
against Colombia. In 1962. on 
the only previous trip to the 
World Cup finals by the South 
America.ns. Yugoslavia beat 
them 5-0! 

But Colombian coach Fran- 
cisco Maturana has scant regard 
for the history books. 

“We are ^oing to write a new 
history," said Maturana. "The 
difference between the team in 
1 962 and the team we have now is 
something like going from the 
Earth to the sky." 

Colombia would be virtually 
certain of reaching the second 
round for the first time if they 
beat Yugoslavia but captain 
Carlos Valderrama said he real- 
ised victory would not be easy. 

"1 am sure we can take a point 
off the Yugoslavias though and 
then I think we can take second 
place in the group." said Val- 
denama who scored the second 
go^ in the 2-0 win against the 
United Arab Emirates.

CAGLIARI, June 12, (Reuter): Ireland, unbeaten-in 14 internationals and 
fuelled by an extraordinary team spirit, proved are no longer among dte 

underdogs of world soccer when bm to 1-1 draw in the World 

Cup yesterday. 

Manager Jack Chariton's team, who beat England 1-0 in their European 
Championship meeting m Stuttgart two years ago, have lost only twice in the 
past three yean and. according to Bnglaiid manager Bobby Robson, possess 
all the ingredients to threaten the NechetUnds’ expected dominadon of 
Group F. 

“Ireland wiD be very difficult opponents for the Dutdi," said Robson. 
"They were very lucky to brat them two yean ago and this group is wide open 
now. 

"Three teams qualify and that means both of us can. There is still a lot to 
play for and our matdi against Holland next Saturday will be quite different 
to die sort of game we saw toni^L" 

A late g<»l by Irish midfielder Kevin Sheedy, his sixth for Irriand, punished 
a mistake by England substi tute Steve McMaoon after 74 minutes mkvd the 
score aR^ striker Linger had put En^and ahead with an opportumst 

goal in the eighth mtnuie. 

Lineker, who suffered stomach cramps in the second half, was substituted 
late in the game by Steve Bull, but by then it was too late for Eimland to 
salvage victory on a night more memorable for its segond-half thunderstorm 
and torrential rain than the quality of the soccer. 

“ 1 ^ wind caused usp^lemsia the first fa8lf,’’said Lineker. "And Irelaad 
are not easy to play against. It may not be the prettiest sort of football to 
watch, but ft is certainly effective." 

England knew they needed to compete physically with the uncompromi^ 
lag Irish but were never able to dictate the course of the game. 

Ireland deserved their point af\er a non-stop (Usplay of typically direct 
British-style soccer which was in direct cmxtrast to most of the sophisticated 
pby seen prevtousfy in the finals. 

Charlton, whose ciaims that be is a part-time managra whose serious 
pursuits are fishing and shooting have bera worn thin by his team’s suc c ess, 
was delighted with ireiand's performance in their first-ever appea r ance in the 
World Cup finals. 

“We don't have the best players of the best patien^makers." he said. "But 
my {dayenwoik hardandtheyhate to lose. I am delisted with onr point. It 
was most important not to lose the fiiat game. 

"Now we must beat Egypt ifwe are to qualify for the second round. That is 
a must."

Aftera thunderstorm early in the second half had given everyone, mcluding 
the supporters of both teams, a thorough soaking, Ireland looked to be 
hesKfing for a rare defeat when two substitutions dianged the coarse of tbe 
game.

‘Iron grip’ security shows cracks Vicini urges cautiw

CAGLIARI. June 12, (Reuter): 
An 'iron grip,' security operation 
to keep English soccer hooligans 
in check showed sims of weak- 
ness yesterday just hours before 
the start of England's opening 
match against Ireland in the 
World Cup finals. 

In an ugly incident before the 
kiek-off, about 200 chanting 
English fans among a group of 
1.500 marching to Ogliari's 
Sani’elja Stadium chasra and 
kicked green-shirted Irisbrnen as 
they up a grassy bank from 
church steps where they had sat 
peacefully all day. 

No-one appeared injured in 
the brief outburst of violence 
near the St Satuminus Basilica, 
where Irish fans said they were 
praying for their teanu 

But police were nowhere in 
sight before the incident. 

"The police have been nice to 
us but in this case there was no 
organisation at all." Ireland fan 
Eamonn Watson said. 

He and other witnesses said 
the England fans had given Nazi- 
style salutes and shouted “no 
surrender to the IRA." (Irish 
Republican .Army). 

Italian authorities have moun- 
ted the biggest security operation 


ever on the island of Sardinia for 
England's three Group F mat- 
ches and had said groups of fans 
would be escorted to the 
stadium. 

Most supporters were accom- 
panied to me ground and entry, 
monitored by 1,6(X) police, was 
orderly.

SAN JOSE, June 12, (Reuteri: 
Thousands of Costa Ricans took 
to the streets of the capital yester- 
day to celebrate (heir country's 
surprising l-O victory over 
Scotland in its first ever World 
Cup appearance. 

A cacophony of cheers and 
blaring carhoms sounded across 
San Jose as conga-dancing fans 
parade through the streets and

The president, hoarse from 
shouting during the match, had 
given all government employees 
and Costa Rican students two 
hours off to wratch it. 

The streets of San Jose, nor- 
mally snarled with traffic at 9 am 
when the match began, were vir- 
' tually deserted yesterday morn- 
ing. But riotouscheers erupted in 
office buildings, bars and res- 




taurams across the city when 
Costa Rican midfielder Juan 
Arnoldo Cayasso scored the 
macefa-wmsing goal just minutes 
into me second half. 

Tlie ^o^ — and the camival- 
Jfke festiviifes that foltow«d it — 
brought a sudden and uncer- 
monious end to three days of 
national mourning deeJarrf by 
Calderon last Friday to mark the 
deam of three-time former head 
of stale J ose Figueres.

course which is rated by the US Golf Assodation as the.second tou^est 
in the country.

If Faldo does win the S 1 .2 million Open he will be the first Briton to 
take the titlesince Tony Jackltn in 1970, but hedid not look impressive 
in the Western Open in Chicago at the weekend. He shot a ^1 four- 
round total to finish 1 6 shots bmind winner Wayne Levi of the US:
